icled the arrest and incarceration of Louis 
Farner, jr. and Henry GURU, charged 
with the crime of highway robbery, in 
knocking down and robbing Prwton L. 
Yancy, of Cisco, of $16 in cub, on the 
Central railroad west of Webert beer 
hall, on Thursday evening lait just be- 
fore dark. Last evening the third party 
named ia the state warrant, William Car- 
roll, was captured and jailed by Sheriff 
Foster and Marshal Hewes. This fore- 
noon the parties werebrongbt before Jus- 
tice Albert for a preliminary eiamina- 
tion, States' Attorney Johns appearing 
for the People and Thos. Le«, Esq., for 
Carroll and Farner. The Justice stated 
that it would be Impossible for him to 
hear the case to-day orbefore Wednesday 
next, and the time for the examination 
was set for Wednesday, May llth, at 1 p. 
m. The bail of tbe prisoners was fixed 
at $500 each, in default of which they 
were recommitted to the county jail. 


In a short interview with our reporter 


Mr. Yancy stated that he can readily 
identify Curran and Carroll as tbe young 
men who assaulted and robbed him. and 
that he thinks Farner was on the hill be- 
yond the ditch waiting for the parties to 
finish their work. It was still light when 
the assault was made and objects could 
easily be distinguished. Nick Weber and 
his wife were present as witnesses. Mr. 
Weber was interviewed. He saya Farner, 
Curran, Carroll and Yancy were all at 
the beer hall between five and six o'clock 
on Thursday evening, and the parties 
drank beer together. He says they had a 
bottle of whisky but did not get it at his 
place. Part of the time the parties sang 
and joked together, and for a short time 
Yancy sat at a table looking over a 
library book; and while he was thus en- 
gaged the other young men played pool 
on the six pocket table. 
At about BIX 


o'clock Yancy left the hall in company 
with Henry Curran against the advice of 
Mr. Weber, who avers that he tried to in- 
duce the stranger to remain wilh him, 
because he feared something might hap- 
pen—he did not know what; but Yancy, 
who wan considerably under the influence 
of beer and whisky, retorted that he was 
able to take care of himself, and he went 
off with the party named. A few minutes 
afterward Carroll and Farner left the 
bill, and that is all Mr. Weber claims to 
know about the affair. 


When arrested neither one of tbe ac- 


cused had any money in their pockets. 
The officers say this is not at all surpris- 
ing, as all robbers it they have time gen- 
erally bury their swag until the excite- 
ment attending the commission ot such a 
high handed crime blows over. The case 
will probably be considered by the grand 
jury on Monday or Tuesday next, and if 
a true bill is returned against them tbe 
preliminary hearing will not be had.
